SEC lifts ban on tradli^ 
some NYSE-llsted stocks 

WASHINGTON - In a long-await- 
ed, move, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission on Friday 
removed a bon that prohibited cer- 
tain New York Stock Exchange-list- 
ed stocks from being traded w the 
-■exchange floor, a rtue that the SEC— 
and many industry players viewed 
as and-compeddve. 

SEC ChalnnBn Arthur Levitt, in 
announcing the lifting of Rule 390. 
as it is known, said the time had 
come to remove such "amkamped- 
dve obstacles and unleashing even 
greater, more vigorous compradon” 
as the markemlace transforms. - - 
Levitt said lifting the ban now 
frees NYSE members to execute 
orders in NYSE-listed stocks inter- 
nally or trade them away from a 
stock exchange. 

The rule, dating bock to the 18th 
centuiy, prev en ted the trading of 
those NYSE stocks listed before 
1979 - many of them blue chips - 
off an exchange floor. 

Protests Bgamst the rule have grown
